‘Today’s Editorial 


“DEMOCRACY IN ACTION” 


The 3lst annual observance of Public 
Schools Week this week from April 24 to 29 
‘under the slogan “The Public Schools-- Dem- 
ocracy in Action,” serves to emphasize the 
‘great importance of our public educational 
‘system not only as a democratic institution in 
itself but as a vital factor in the preservation 
of our whole democratic way of life. 

If the value of our democracy is properly 
taught in the schools, if our youngsters are 
‘given an accurate appraisal of its achieve- 
ments as compared to those of opposing sys- 
tems. we can be pretty sure that the rising gen- 
eration will not be led away from sound prin- 
ciples of government by the alluring promises 
of foreign ideologies. 

But the greatest danger today may exist 
‘within, rather than without. In other words, 
|the prime menace to our school system may 
not be so much the possible inroads of Com- 
'munism or Fascism, but the indifference of 
ithe public toward our educational institutions. 

The schools should be the concern of alli 
‘citizens, not just those with children attend- 
‘ing. The reason for this is apoarent. The child- 
lren of today will be the leaders of tomorrow. 

‘And whether he is a parent or not he will be 
affected by what the youngsters of today are 
‘trained to do tomorrow. 

| In view of this, it would be well for all of 
lus to become better acquainted with our 
|schools, with their programs and their prob- 
lems. A better informed and a more alert pub- 
ilic will certainly give our sincere educators 
‘greater support in their efforts and our child- 
ren the better opportunities they deserve.

State Vets Buy 
In 5/4 Towns 


Homes are being financed for 
veterans under the low-interest 
State Farm and Home Purchase 
Plan in 574 cities and towns in 
California, Director of Veterans 
| Affairs, D. J. Callaghan, Jr., re- 
ported yesterday. 

His statement was based on an 
analysis of the 20,152 home pur- 
chase contracts in effect in 595 
counties at the end of 1949. Since 
that time the volume of purchases 
under the State plan has increased 
rapidly, and there are now about 
23,000 veterans under contract. 

In general, the various cities 
and towns have about the same

The Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs has invested in these homes 
jmore than $120,000,000 of funds 
from the sale of California Veter- 
ans Bonds.

A committee of fac- 
ulty members of the University 
made the choice on the basis of 
their achievement in agriculture, 
leadership and citizenship. As Dia- 
mond Stars, they will represent 
California at the National 4-H 
Club Camp in Washington, D.C., 
in June. 

All four Diamond Stars have 
served as president of their local 
4-H Club and as junior leaders in 
4-H Club work.

PRODUCTION EXPANDING 
Certified seed production of al- 
falfa and LaGino clover has moved 
ahead hapidly in California during 
the past three years, reports Farm 
Advisor L. M. Harwood, of the 
University of California Agricul- 


tural Extension Service. 

The total production of certi- 
fied Ladino clover seed in 1947 
was 67,220 pounds, but in 1949 
the amount jumped to 500,479 


pounds. With Ranger alfalfa the 
poundage jumped from 178,184 in 
1947 to 616,638 in 1949, and for 
Buffalo alfalfa it changed from 
2,726 to 288,335. Sharp increases 
occurred with other lesser known 
alfalfa varieties. 

Demand for alfalfa certified seed 


also has been great, particularly 
With varieties used in the east-

plaguing getting the 
right seed to plant. National re- 
gulations prohibit growing more 
than one generation—six years 
for any one planting, of alfalfa of 
the Ranger, Buffalo, and Atlantic 
varieties.

During the war 
years it climbed to 30.8 pounds
